3. The City will maintain the pavement and appurtenances together with all shrubs
and planting Installed.

k. The Olty will remove and dispose of the wire mesh guard fence and posts existing
adjacent to the south end of the Colorado River Bridge.

5, After completion of the project, the Olty agrees to Install and maintain oil
traffic line markers, traffic control lights, and street lights necessary for the proper
control, convenience, and protection of vehicular and pedestrian traffic.

6* After completion of the project, and after the proposed creosote-treated timber
post for guard rail have seasoned sufficiently, the Olty agrees to paint all exposed
surfaces of the timber post, and to maintain same In a sightly condition.
